the speaker's table a pood bi{» raj) and 
told Sergeaut-at-arms Martiu to make 
the tpeotatora take their hat* olT. Mar- 
tin assumed a Evenpali pose and looked 
at the audience while the ushers cried 
"hata off I" in tbe tone so familiar t > 
persons of the peanut gallery. Theu 
Harrity, with an appreheusive look, 
took another whack at the table and an- 
nonnced that Bev. Stirei of Chicago 
wonM open the couTention with prayer. 
Rot. Stires looks like a divinity student 
but offered his petition iu behalf of the 
delegatea olearly and dittinotly. 
Mr. Harrity then said: 
"Geutlumeu of the Convention; By 
diteotion of the Democratic uatinual 
committoo, I desire to rejiort the follow- 
ing as the temporary organization of 
the ronvention: For temporary chiiir- 
mau, Hon. David B. Hill of New York. 

The mention of Senator Hill'e name 
vas r. ci'ivcil with tioniendous applause, 
the members of the Peuusylvouia deleg- 
atioa itiBdiiigott okaln and wsritg 
flags. Some one called for three cheers 
for David B. Hill, which were given, 
and the'band then played Dixie. 

When the excitement had subsided 
Mr. Harrity resomed his auuouncement 
as follows: For temporary secrotaiy, 
Hon. Simon P. Sheerin of Indiana; for 
■ergeant-at-arma. Colonel John I. Mar- 
tin of Mi8.souri. 

Mr. Cloytou from Alabama moved to 
■ubstitQte the name of the Hon. John 
W. Daniel of Virginia for that of Hon. 
David B. Hill of New York as tempo- 
rary chairman of the conventiou. 

At this point the chairman waa inter- 
rupted by a good deal of confusion and 
cries and calls from different parts of 
I the house. He, thereforOf manifested 
his disposition to call the roll of the eon- 
vention by sayin)^: "It may as wi^l be 
I understood, gentlemen, that, as long as 
|i the pres en t ooonpant is in the chair, 
those proceodinps will be condnolod In 
a regular and orderly manner." 
' Fur two hours the oratorical gladia- 
tors of tlio o])posing forces fought it out 
upon the platform. Alex McDermott of 
New Jersey, .lohn I. Waller of Conntct- 
icnt, John K. Fi llows of New York and 
Oeneral ISt. t'l.iir of West Virginia, 
>^;, ' championed Mr. Hill's cause and C. S. 
I Thomas of Colorado, M. F. Tarpey of 
-ttiMjfiirtlft f A. Ladd of Illinois. Dele- 
^7pl»l£vslott of Louisiana and National 
'.•Oommittecman Clayton of Alabama, in- 
fisted upon his overthrow. Colonel 
Yellows pleaded for mercy. He pleaded

General St. Clair, who is a silver 
man, opposed the defeat of Hill, whom 
he had snpported fMv years ago and 

whose defeat then expressed hiS pro- 
found rcpret for today. The silver 
mi'n, must of wliom had also liccii fur 
Hill in lS!»-.i, and who recalled tht' fact 
with evident i)rido and who expressed 
great regret at the necessity which com- 
pisUedtiiem to take ttiis oootse, oon« 
tended that the election of a temporary 
chairman In harmony with the majority 
was of vital iin|)ortanre. Tlic temper 
vi the (leiepates was plainly apparent 
from the salvos with which they greet- 
ed these firm utterances. It was no- 
ticeable that neltheir side pnt its giants 
forward. 

When the vote came to be taken W. 
J. Stackhouso, one of the ndnunlstra- 
tion's federal officials in Iowa, in order 
to flaunt the divisions in the Boies delo- 
gation, challenged the vote of the state 
and uncovered seven geld votes., Mr. 
Haldeman did the same thing in Black- 
burn s Kentucky delegation and made 
McKnight, a bilver Michigan delep^ite, 
show la silver votes in hi'< delepatioii 
which were locked up by the umt rule. 

The result of the roUcall showed > 
votes for Daniel a'ld !it!t votes for Hil), 
praetieally the strength of the two sides. 
Altluiuph this (lid not sliow a two-thirds 
majt)iity the silver leaders display no 
anxiety on this score, as the Nebraska

Senator Daniel then assumed thei 
duties of presidiiip oflicer. He is an 
impressive tipuie and a most eloiiiK'iit 
orator nf tli«* old scliool. He sounde.l 
the keynote for silver in a rintriiip 
speech, but tlie fact tliat lie s]iokc frnm 
notes was rather disapi)oiiitiiip to his 
friends. 

In closinp Mr. Daniel said: "I now 
announce tiiat the national I)enioi rati( 
convention is in session oud is ready to 
j)roceed to the bnsinesB of a permanent 

organization." 

Senator .Tones of Arkansas ofTennl a 
res(dution extending the thanks of the 
convention to Chairman Harrity for the 
impartial manner in which he had pre 
^ided over the convention. It wa.s 
adopted unanimously as was anotlier 
rcFolution offered by Senator White of 
California making the rules of the 
Fifty-third house of representative- 
govern tlie deliberations of the conven- 
tion. 

The roll of states were then called 
under the customary practice and the 
selections for membership on the vari- 
ous coiiiniittees were announced. The 
delegates and spectators began leaving 
rai)idly at this juncture 08 it was well 
understooil that the convention would 
immediately adjourn. 

General E. B. Fiuley^ of the Ohio del- 
egation protested against the selection 
of committee members by contested del 
ogations, but Chairman Daniel ruled 
that until the jpermaaent organisation 
was porfected tne temporary toll was 
respected. 

At 4:88 p. m., on Senator Jones* mo- 
tion, the convention ndjonrtied. 



ator White accepted the permanent 
chairmanship and returning to the 
room of tlie committee on rMolntions 
stated that it would be impossible for 
him as permanent chairman, if the con- 
vention should ratify the choice of the 
committee on permanent organisation 
to serve as chairman of the oommittcu 
on resolutions. Senator James K. Jones 
of Arkansas was then chosen ohaimuin 
of the committee on tesolntlons. 

Mr. A. J. Jones of Illinois was elected 
secretary. O. S. Thomas of Colorado 
made a motion that the committee ap- 
point a Bttboommittee, of which Chair- 
man Jones shoold be chairman, the 
committee to consist ca nine to report a 
platform to the fall committee. The 
following gentlemen were appointed as 
the subcommittee: Senator J. K. Jones 
nf Arkansas, chairman; Senator F. M, 
Cockrell of Missouri, Senator J. Z. 
Ceorgo of Mississippi, N. O. Worth- 
inpfon of Illinois, Senator Ben T. Till- 
man (if South C'arolina, Mr. Owen of 
the Indian Territory, 1). B. Hill of New 
York, Senator W. F. Vilas of Wiscon-

PERMANENT ORG ANIZATION. 

Stephen SI. White Will Preiide Oveir the 
Convention I'rupvr. 

Chicaoo, July 8. — The committee on 
permanent organization met iu the Col- 
iseum immediately after the adjonm- 
ment of the convention. Oeneral B. B. 
Finley of Ohio was made chairman and 
J. P. I5rowii of (icorpia secretary. A 
recess was then taken and the silver 
men retired and held a caucus, at which 
the petoianent organization was fully 
agreed upon. When the committee re- 
convened the silver slate went through, 
as follows:

The Subcommittee Um Agreed Vpon • Ue- 
port That Will Ptobabljr Bo AAoptod. 

CHicAao, July 8.— The following is 
the platform as agreed to by the sub- 
committee to be submitted to the gen- 
eral committee. It is tlmupht that few 
if any modifications will be made before 
the resolutions are presented to the cou- 
ventkm, although planks favoring the 
Monroe doctrine and recognising Cuban 
bellig<prency are proposed. The minor- 
ity will, of ccrarse, present a report tak- 
ing ground against the free coinage of 
silver. 

We, the Democnits of the rnitod St.-ites 
In iiatiiiiial convt iition assrinhU'd, do nv 
liflirni our (iUr<;i;iii( f to I h(i-.e ^'re.it essen- 
tial [jriiiciplcs iif justice ,iiul Hlin-ty uimii 
which our lii-.t it utions ar.' (nundid, nrul 
wlil(.li the 1 )i inuerutii' party ha.s main 
tained fioni .leiyerson's tiiiie to our nwn- 
freedom of spi'( eh, freedom of press, fre.' 
(loin of con:-cleiu:e, tlie prr.-.ervation i f 
personal riphts, tlie etiualliy of all clti/eiis 
lii fore tli(!liiw and the faltlif ul ob'.ervanca 
of conslitiiliunal liinltiit iotis. 

U(Copni/.lnp that the money (lueslion Is 
l)arrtliu)lint to all others . Hi tliis lime, wr 
invite attention to the fact that the fed 
(Till constitution names itilvttr and pold 
together as the money metals of the 
United States, and that the first coinape 
law pusHud by coupiois under tho cou8ti- 
tutiuu made the silver duUiir tho unit of 
value and admitted gold to frao coinage 
at a ratio meosoisd by tbe silver dollar 
unit. 

Wc declare that tho act of 1873 dcinonc- 
tixing silver without tho knowledge or 
ajipruval uf the American people has re 
suited In the appreciation of gold aud a 
corresponding fall in the prices of com 
modities produced by Uie people; a heavy 
Increase In the burden of taxation and of 
all debts, public and private; the enrich- 
mnnt of the money lending class at homo 
anil abroad; a paralysis of Industry und 
impoverishment of ue people. 

We are unutterably opposed to th 
single gold standard, which has locked 
fast thu prosperity of an industrious pe 
pie in the jiaralysis of hard times. (M^l 
moiiomett^llMu is a nritish ])olicy found- 
ed upon IJritish greed for gain and power, 
and its general adoption has bioiipht 
other nations into flnuuuiul servitude to 
London. It is not only im-American but 
anti-Amcricnn, and it can be fastened 
upon tbe United S ates only by the stifling 
of that indomituhle spirit and love (<f lib- 
erty which p;d(laim.il our poll I ieiil iliil(- 
pendeiiee in I'lC), and won il in the war of 
the rc'Voliit il ai. 

We (leniaiid llio immediate rrstorat ion 
of the free and unlijiiited coinapc of pold 
and ^ilvrr at t he pieseiit li pul ral io of Hi 
lo 1. without wailinp for the aid or con- 
sent of liny other nation. We demand 
that the standard silvor dollar shall ho a 
full Ic pul tender, e(jiially with gold, for 
uU debts. i)ublie or private, and we favor 
siieh lepislaiion us will ptvvent the 
di iiuiiu'ti/ation jf any kind of legal ten- 
der money by private coutruet. 

We are opposed to the |)oliey and prac- 
tice of snrreiiderinp to the holders (jf the 
oblipatioiis of the United .States the op- 
tion rcM-rved by law to the government 
uf redeeming such obligations In either 
silvor Coin or gold coin. 

We uro opi)osed to tho Issulnp of Interest 
bearing bonds of the I'niteil States in 
times of peace, aud condemn the traflick- 
in^^of banking syndicates, wlilch, iu ex- 
I'hanpe fur bonds and at an enormous 
prullt to themselves, supply the federal 
treasury with gold to maintain the policy 
of gold monometallism. 

Congress alone has tbe power to coin 
and Issue money, and President Jaoksim 
declared that this power could not be del- 
agated to oorporatlons or individuals. 
We, tbenfere, demand that the power to 
issue notes be taken from tbe banks, and 
that all paper money shall be Issued di- 
rectly by tbe treasury department. 

We hold that tariff dutle4|Bhould bu 
levied solely for the purpose of revenue, 
and that taxation should be limited by 
tiio needs of the gorenunent, honestly 
und eeonomically administered. We do 
uounoe as dlstnrblng the business tho 
Kepublioan threat to lestore the MoKin- 
b y law wbioh bas been twloe condemned 
by the people in national elections and 
which, uuated under the false plea of pro- 
tect ion to home industry, proved a 
prolidc breeder of trusts and monopollei, 
enriched tho few at the ezpemie of the 
uumy, restricted trade and deprived the 
producers of tho throat American staples 
of aeee-» to their nationiil markots. Un- 
til the money iiui slion is stittled We are 
olijioM (1 U> liiiy atfilalion for furlhi r 
eh.inges in our tiirlft laws except such us 
are ue(3eiiSttry to luako up the dellclt in rev- 
enue caused by tho udve-se decision of tho 
supremo court on the lueome tax 'I'horo 
would have been no doUeii in federal rev- 
enue during the liuit two years, but fur 
the annulment by the supreme court o( 



ute l)o'd;« by a I leiuocnit ic cc .n;,'rcss. 

The ' 'h-t nieiiiiti lo an ineome (as whieh 
the Mipreiiie court discovered in trie con 
stltution after it had Iiiiii hidden for ik 
hundred years must be remov.'d. to the 
end that aeeiinuilated wejilth may Im' 
made to bear Its just share of the burdens 
uf the povernmeiit. We therefore favor 
itn amendment to tho federal coustltu- 
tion that will permit tbe levy of an In- 
come tax. 

We hold that the most efficient way uf 
protecting Amo-lcan labor is to prevent 
the Importation of foreipn pauper labor 
to compete with It in the home market 
and that the value of the home market to 
our Aineriean fanners and artisans In 
preatly lediieed by a vicious monetary 
syptem which depresses the prices of their 
products below the cost of production 
and thus deprives them of tho means of 
satl>fying their needs. 

We denounce the profligate waste of 
money wrunp from the peuple by oppress- 
ive taxation atid the lavish appropriations 
uf recent Republican congresses, which 
have kept taxes high while the labor that 
pays them Is unemployed and the prod- 
ucts of tbe people's toil uro depressed In 
price till they no longer repay the cost of 
production. We demand a return to that 
8iiuplb.*ity and economy which best befits 
ademuoratlo government, aud a deduc- 
tion In tbe number of useless offloes, the 
calorie 4 of which drain the substance of 
tbe people. 

We denounce arbitrary intcrfcrpnco by 
federal authorities in local affairs as a vio- 
lation of tbe constitution ol the United 
States, and a crime ap.ilnst free institu 
tlons, ana we cjpcciany ooject to govern 
nient by Injunctlou as a ntjw and danger- 
ous form of oppre.'tolou by which feder.il 
judges, in contempt of thel!iws(]f the 
EtatCs and the rlphls of eiiizeiis, bi'coiiie 
at once leplslator, ju(|e;e and executioner. 

We are opposed to life tenure in the 
public service. We favor aiipointmeiits 
based upon merit. U.xed terms of oHice. 
nnd such an adininistratiun of the civil 
service laws as will atTord eipial opporlti- 
iiities to all citizens (jf aseerfiiined lltness. 

We declare it to bo the unwritten huv 
of this republic, established I)y custom 
nnd iisapi'S of 1(X) years and sanctioned by 
the examples of the preatcst and wisest of 
those who founded and have maintained 
(iiir ^'oveni luunt, that no man should be 
dipibie for a third term of tbe presi- 
dential ollict'. 

Coiifldinp in the justice of our cause 
and the necessity of Its success at the 
polls, we subndt the foregoing principles 
nnd purposes to tho consldorate judgment 
of the American people. We invite the 
support of all citizens who approve them 
and who desire to have them made effect- 
ive through legislation for tho relief of the 
people and tbe restoration of tbe country's 
prosperity. 



COMMITT EE O N RULES. 
A Scheme Adopted WhIeh Permits a 

Ctianun to Be Maiir- nt Any Time. 

Chicaoo, .Tuly 8. — The committee on 
rules met after tho adjournment and 
elected J. D. Richardson of Tennessee 
chairman and F. B. Carter of Florida 
secretary. Senator Money of Missis- 
sipjii moved that tho rales of the Itist 
convention and the Fifty-third < (in- 
gress, umier which tho convention 
worked yesterday, be continued until 
further oi-ders. Mr. Scott of Now York 
moved as a substitute that the same 
rules be made permanent. This would 
include the two-thirds and unit rule, 
bnt tha silver men voted down the sub- 
stltnte by S8 to 10 and adopted Senator 
Money's motion. 

This leaves the rules in sooh position 
that the committee can report a chanpe 
at any time it is deemed necessary for 
the purposes of the majority. A sub- 
committee appointed for tlw iiurjiose re- 
ported the order of business for the con- 
vention as follows: Call to order, 
prayer, reiiorts of standing committees, 
reiKirts of special committees, imflnished 
business, call of roll for presidential 
nominations, ballotiug, call of roll for 
vice presidential nominations, balloting.

Chicaoo, July 8.— The committee on 
credentials organised by selecting John 

H. Attwood of Kansas chairman and 
Mr. lieiiUiii of jMis.souri secretary.

MAY NEVER BE RESCUED. 

It Will Take 6eveiit> l>ay< (■> Hiacli tho 
Bodies In the 1 will Shaft. 

WlUEMBABBl. Pa.. July 8.— la the 
last 84 hours the rescuers have made 

Duly 14 feet of progress at the Twin 
shaft. The work is steadily growing 
more difficult. The average daily prop- 
less is about 12 feet, and the supposed 
distance to tho entombed men n(;t less 
than 700. It would therefoi-e take 
about 70 days, and it is not likely that 
the work will continue so long. 

The invcstipatioii committee put in 
n busy day at the mine. Tho inspec- 
tors (lid not think it practicable to 
pa: 11 an entrance by way of the Oloar 
Sjiriiip colliery. 

Kelatives of some of tho entombed 
men have enpaped attorneys to rejire- 
sent them at the heariups by tlie in- 
spectors on Tuesday. This move is 
rather a surpris(' to the coal company, 
which will follow the jirecedeiit.

It shows that 
i)'i2 analysis were mu le, in which 191 
were foiwd to be below the staudanl. 

He reports that the supply of brewers' 
grains and waste products from the dis- 
tilli'rics and vinegar factories alone 
makes the jireseuce of dairies in Sr. 
Louis and other mauufactui inp cities 
possible, The waste can bo purchased 
for food for cattle at trifling cost. 

The result of this system of feeding 
and stabling, he savs, is a preversiuii of 
the natural appetites and functions of 
the animal subject to them. Tliis is 
exeuiplifiod iu the refusal of such niii- 
iiials to diink water eveu in hot 
weather. The contlnuttl ust> of pm-tially 
fermented moist food produces an ana- 
logotis condition to that of chronic alco 
holism in human beings. Such condi- 
tions inevitably result in diminLibed 
vitality aud a greater susceptibili^ lo 
disease.
